I have no hostility tothe Bank; Iam willing it should 
expire in peace; but if it does persist in its war with the Go.

The Bank has 
in circulation ten millions of checks, which I have no doubt 
are illegal, and which I will direct the State Banks to refuse 
in payment of the public revenue. These checks must then 
be returned upon the Bank, and will drain her of the specie she 
ie hoarding. ‘l‘his measure I will apply, unless the de. 
sists from its course. : : 

Here the Chairman remarked that the Bank was aware of 
the design of the Executive, in reference to the checks, and 
gave it as a reason for not extending its discounts, and fur re- 
taining so large an amount of specie on hand. That daily 
and hourly applications for relief were made by our citizens 
to the Bank, without effect. That the directors of that insti- 
tution felt bound to husband their resources, and stand on the 
defensive, while so serious a weapon is in the hands of the 
Executive. Well, sir, replied the President, let them do right, 
and I will not injure them; but if they persist in measures 

which I deem oppressive and unjust, they must expect to feel 
my power. Inthe course of these remarks, of which a plain 
and certainly not an exaggerated sketch has been attempted 
by your delegates, the President very frequently used the ex- 
pression that he was determined to place and to leave his gu- 
bg nt, where the sages who frained the Constitution found 
and left it.
